The City Charter provides that the Common 
Council shall designate one public newspaper 
printed in Chicago as the corporation newspaper, 
in which the proceedings, ordinances, and notices 
of the city and the various departments shail be

Railroad magnates is only another sign of the 
general prostration of speculative enterprises. 
That Company illustrates in its own affairs the 
extent to which the watering of capital stock has 
been carried. That Company, between 1864 and 
1868, made a stock dividend of 40 percent. In 
1871, its capital stock was about $40,000,000, and 
it bad outstanding mortgage bonds to the 
amount of $25,000,000.

of $14,000,000. It has also leased in perpetuity 
the United Railways of New Jersey, including 
694 miles of truck and 65 miles of canal. The

In addition to the assump- 
tion of all the liabilities, the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company guarantees an annual dividend 
the stockholders of 
the united companies. It also leased the Phil- 
adelphia & Erie Railway, and guarantees, in 
addition to all cost of maintenance, 30 per cent 
of the gross earnings, or about 61, 000. 000 per 
annum to the holders of $8,000,000 of stock, and 
interest on $14,000,000 of debt. 

This Railroad Company has within it another 
corporation called the Pennsylvania Company,” 
and composed of the officers of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. It has a capital of $12,000,- 
000, of which $8,000,000 is held by the Pennsy!- 
vania Railroad Company. Dividends upon this 
stock are guaranteed, The Pennsylvania Com- 
pany operates all the roads west of Pittsburgh 
leased by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 
These roads a year ago included the Pittsburgh, 
Fort Wayne & Chicago, 468 miles ; Erie & Pitts- 
burgh, 100 miles; Cleveland & Pittsburgh. 228 
miles; two other small roads, 32 miles; in all, 
828 miles. The same Company owns majority 
of the sfock and control of the Pittsburgh, Cin- 
cinnati & St. Louis Railway, 201 miles ; Colum- 
bus, Chicago & Indians Central, 587 miles ; Lit- 
tle Miami, Columbus & Xenia Railroad, 197 
miles ; Jeffersonville, Madison & Indianapolis, 
210 miles; Cincinnati & Muskingum Valley, 184 
miles; Indianapolis & Vincennes Railway, 117 
miles; St. Louis, Vandalia & Terre Haute 
Railway, 161 miles,—making an aggregate 
of 2,512 miles controlled by the Pennsylvania 
Company. It also owns 3 half interest in the 
Indianapolis & St. Louis Railroad, 261 miles.

The aggregate of this stock, 
upon which dividends of 7 per cent are guaran- 
teed, with the interest-bearing debt, is probably 
60 per cent greater than the capital actually in- 
vested in the roads. To pay this interest and 
dividends, the Pennsylvania Railroad manage- 
ment has been compelled to levy the highest 
rates for transportation that the property car- 
ried would bear. 80 long as the ordinary busi- 
ness of the country was uninterrupted and 
business brisk, everything went on swimmingly. 
But matters have changed; the receipts of the 
railroads have fallen off, the great corpora- 
tion finds itself embarrassed with its vari- 
ous guarantees, and has to meet directly the 
question of paying or passing the regular divi- 
dend on its own stock. The question whether 
it shall pay that dividend or not becomes of 
more consequence, because it will practically ad- 
vertise the ability or inability of the Company to 
meet its engagements with the holders of the 
many millions of guaranteed stock in the leased 
companies. The dividend should, ordinarily, 
have been declared some weeks ago. 80 far, 
nothing has been done, and the impression 
grows stronger that the business of the Com- 
pany does not warrant a dividend. A formal 
announcement, however, is to be made to-day. 
Of course, the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
cannot have a dividend until all its leased lines
